A young Indiana flier was killed 
and a Wellsville High school sen­ 
ior injured seriously in a plane 
crash late Sunday afternoon in a 
farm field north of Wellsville. 
The pilot, Billy J. Giroux. 22. of 
Gary. Ind., was dead when wit­ 
nesses of the crash had extricated 
him from the crumpled plane. 
The injured youth is Morgan Mc­ 
Intyre Jr., 18-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Morgan McIntyre of Com­ 
merce st. who suffered internal 
injuries, 
fractured 
jaw, 
broken 
ankle and back injuries. 
Under treatment at City hos­ 
pital, the youth is given a (hance 
of surviving, according to hospital 
attendants, who termed his condi­ 
tion critical. 
Landed To Evade Storm 
Yesterday's winds, 29-miles at 
peak velocity, and accqjnpanying 
shower were responsible for the 
Indiana flier stopping in this dis­ 
trict, while the Wellsville youth’s 
interest in aviation wag the cir­ 
cumstance that made him a prin­ 
cipal in the tragedy. 
Mr. Giroux was enroute to Gary 
from New York, where he had ob­ 
tained repairs and adjustments for 
his high-wing, three-place mono­ 
plane. but was forced down by the 
storm about 3 Sunday afternoon. 
He flew over the district while 
trying to circle around the storm. 
Unable to determine the loca­ 
tion of Swaney airport, he told 
persons before the crash, be land­ 
ed in the field at the farm of C. 
H. Stoerkel, a fourth of a mile 
west of Glasgow on route 45 near 
Wellsville. 
Young McIntyre, riding Ip the 
car of Theodore Lashley, with the 
la tier s son. Theodore Jr., and Mc­ 
Intyre's brother. Victor, eaw the 
plane in the field and they stopped 
out of curiosity. 
Check On Weather Conditions 
A conversation ensued with the 
pilot and the Wellsville party vol­ 
unteered to take 
Mr. Giroux to 
W'ellsville. where he said he would 
call his mother, and

The group went to Wellsville 
where the flier completed the calla, 
then returned to the field.

Toward Defense Plan 
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12 Alarms Answered PLAGUE CAPITAL

NBW YORK. April JI — Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Jesse H. Jones 
declared today that although de­ 
fense 
activity 
is 
"better 
than 
good’’ there la no room for Ameri­ 
can "complacency”. 
"There is no place for Indiffer­ 
ence,” Jones said in a speech pre­ 
pared for the annual luncheon of 
Th# Associated Press at th# Hotel 
Waldorf-Astoria. 
The secretary coupled a report 
of progress in defense over the 
last year with two warnings: 
“If the aggressor nations are 
successful, our generation is apt 
to see little of tranquillity. 
"If we are to get ready to de­ 
fend ourselves, let;* be sure that 
we do a good Job of it.” 
Dwelling momentarily on “our 
lack of preparedness” a year ago. 
he conceded It is “not easy for 
a peace-loving people like ours to 
change 
overnight 
from 
purely 
peace-time pursuits to complete 
all-out effort at arming, even for 
defense.” 
“This is particularly true,” he 
said, "because we always have had 
faith 
in 
the protection of the 
oceans and always have believed 
that no power could invade us. 
“Maybe we can’t beMnvaded, but 
we might become isolated eco­ 
nomically. 
and 
that 
inevitably 
would lead to war. Trade outlets 
are the cause of most wars ” 
He spoke of progress in the de­ 
fense program, adding. 
“I am afraid, however, that as 
a people we have not yet realised 
the imperativeness of our defense 
necessities, that we have not yet 
been shocked. No matter how fast 
defense production climbs, it will 
not be fast enough to meet the 
need, nor to satisfy our state of 
mind—our anxiety. 
“There is no place in the cru­ 
cial world of i t l l for any delay, 
o r anr excuse."

to produce and. above all. produce 
quickly, and that the production 
programs should be coordinated to 
th ta end.” 
During the next year, the state­ 
ment added. It is hoped Canada 
eau supply the United States with 
1200,000.000 to <300.000.000 worth of 
defense articles "urgently required 
by the United States.”

A high wind—the UU end of mid­ 
west storms—that swept away tem­ 
porarily the traces of balmy spring 
in the East Liverpool district was 
abating today after damaging elec­ 
tric and telephone lines, sweeping 
signs from their moorings and up­ 
rooting trees in tome places. 
Below freezing weather chilling 
a large portion of the north cen­ 
tral atates was expected by the 
Chicago weather bureau to contin­ 
ue today and tonight, with warmer 
conditions due tomorrow through­ 
out the midwest. 
The wild reached a 29 mile velo­ 
city Sunday at 1:30 p. rn. at the

By 9 it had dropped to 
21 rn.p.m. and an hour later it stood 
at 16. 
A tree was blown down across 
the ltnes of the Ohio Power Co. 
and the Bell Telephone Co. on the 
Ainsley road in St. Clair township, 
disrupting service for customers of 
both companies in that vicinity for 
a short time. 
About half of Wellsville’* street 
lights were out of commission last 
night after wires in part of the cir­ 
cuit were blown down. The wind 
was blamed for smashing a large 
plate glass window on the Knights 
of. Columbus rooms on Midland 
ave.. Midland. 
About a quarter Inch of rain ac­ 
companied the chilly wind, which 
forced the mercury down from 81 
Sunday noon to 48 at 6 a. rn. to­ 
day.

levels. Glass told reporters that 
universal taxation "in this emer­ 
gency” is "imperative”. It would 
have a salutary effect, ha said, 
for “when people have a respon­ 
sibility for providing the money, 
they also will have a responsibil­ 
ity to watch how it it is spent” by 
congress.

John Metaxas. Greece’s strong man 
who died while hi# armies still 
were pushing the Italians back into 
Albania. 
Its membership is half 
military, half civilian. 
“We appeal to the Greek people, 
to all who ar# fighting at the front 
s i well a# to all who are contribut­ 
ing to the war efforts behind the 
line#.” the king said in a Greek 
orthodox Easter night message, “to 
tomato united and steadfast, to 
carry on th* fight for th# country * 
honor and independence. We muse 
defend the nation t</the very end.” 
He ended with a brief prayer: 
“May God save Greece.” 
Ancient Athens had seven air 
raid alarms during its Easter ob­ 
servances yesterday, but no bombe 
fell within the city.

ers, however, struck near by, at­ 
tacking the port of Pirfeus. five 
miles southwest of th* Hellenic 
capital.

His 
confidence reflects a popular conviction. 
Americans are told on their ability to produce Im* 
pigments of war. They believe they have enough 
natural resources and Industrial organization to 
amaas more war material than Germany, whose mili­ 
tary successes must be attributed largely to pos­ 
session of more planes, tanks, artillery, and mis­ 
cellaneous Implements than tbs enemy could mus­ 
ter. But betides equipment, Germany possessed 
something else. 
It possessed the will to conquer. France, which 
had a superior army throughout the poet-war period 
and could hare over-run Germany at will any time 
up to the climax of Germany's rearmament drive, 
had no will to conquer. It shut up Its army behind 
the Maginot line. It did not even employ its force 
against Italy, though Its military leaders must have 
known what the Greeks subsequently revealed, that 
Italy was weak. Neither did Great Britain, with a 
dominant navy, exactas Its naval dominance In any 
one of a number of ways that lay open to It until 
after Germany had begun to over-run the continent. 
Tho great unanswered question that the war raises 
for the United States Is what use It is going to 
make of the war machine It is capable of develop­ 
ing—and Is developing with all the rapidity made 
possible by Its great wealth and manpower. Specula­ 
tion on the time that will be needed to bring Ameri­ 
can defense as now planned to completion Ie fruit­ 
less, but the job probably can be done within four 
years. It took Germany, facing more difficult prob­ 
lems and supply aud finance, all of seven years to 
finish Its program of military preparation. 
Germany had the advantage throughout its period 
of preparation of knowing exactly what It intended 
to do when the Job was finished. It* will to con­ 
quer, which had burned fiercely in the hearts of 
Its politicians and militarist* before 1914, was re­ 
kindled with the advent of Hitlerism. That was th* 
baals of H itless political appeal; he promised ful­ 
fillment of the German dream of conquest.

N THIS tremendous time the 
American people m ust look to 
their 
President 
for 
leadership. 
They are not getting leadership 
from the President.

They are not 
being treated as men and women 
but rather as lf they were inqui­ 
sitive children. 
They are not being dealt with 
seriously,

Therefore, the President alone can 
lead the country. It is Impossible 
for the country to lead the Presi­ 
dent. 
The newspapers do their honest 
and their courageous best to re-, 
port the facta. But they are ob­ 
structed by an almost impenetra­ 
ble censorship in all the critical 
quarters of the world. Editors, ora­ 
tors, writers do their best to dis­ 
cern the significance of the facta 
which happen to be available to 
them. But the policy pf a govern­ 
ment in a time of supreme crisis 
cannot be shaped by such partial 
Judgments on insufficient evidence. 
Yet that is all that can come 
from

committees, 
from 
mass 
meetings, 
editorials 
and 
speeches. The policy of the gov­ 
ernm ent must rest on the support 
of the nation. But the nation must 
first be informed, and always It 
must be dealt with squarely.

For years 
he had been telling his country­ 
men what they then knew to be 
true—that Great Britain was fight-j 
Ing for its life against an opponent | 
whose strength had been under- 
eatimated grossly by a long auc- 
cesaion of dreamers and pacifists. 
British cabinet m inisters often 
are let out or retained because a 
British government can't afford to 
defy public opinion. The govern­ 
ment, Itself, stands, meanwhile. It 
la now believed thst the Darda­ 
nelles campaign failed 
primarily 
because of bad management, with 
which Churchill had nothing to do. 
Yet he was identified in the pub­ 
lic mind with the campaign and 
was sacrificed.

genius of efficient administration, 
had to leave the cabinet because 
he had been educated in Germany 
and had had many intim ate Ger­ 
man connections.

UNGLING at home rather than 
defeats abroad led to the two 
great changes of ministry by Great 
Britain during the war.

In his speech Saturday night 
(March 15) the President called 
upon the American people to sacri­ 
fice and work in order to provide 
“the bridge of ships which will 
carry the arms and food for those 
who are fighting the good fight." 
Arthur Krock, Washington corre­ 
spondent of Th# New York Times. 
points out in a dispatch printed 
Tuesday that this “bridge of ships” 
cannot be provided by new build­ 
ing in time. 
“In nine new yards," he says. 
"260 ships are now building, of 
which sixty are for the British and 
the rest are earm arked for private 
American operators. Of these only 
seventy-seven 
are 
promised 
for 
1941. 
The bridge cannot be com­ 
pleted by so few." 
It cannot be completed by the 
transfer of all new ships built to 
British registry. 
Much else must 
be done. 
Every ton of shipping 
that can be spared from other serv­ 
ice must be diverted to the combat 
lone, but even then it will be nec­ 
essary for the United States to 
convoy ships to Britain, and that 
American public opinion should be 
prepared for this necessity. 
This 
is even more true today, and every­ 
thing possible should be done to 
combat the propaganda which Is 
attempting 
to 
poison 
American 
public opinion. 
We m ust do whatever is neces­ 
sary to win.

Opposed To Ail Basic Laws Of Both 


Economics And Nature

t x ’E read a piece in a magazine the other day 
VV w'hich said the ladies of the United States are 
spending $25.OOO,(HK) a year on reducing. 
We consider this an alarming revelation. It dis­ 
closes a situation that Is a dire economic threat to 
the nation. In our opinion it calls for congressional 
action. By making reducing a penal offense, con­ 
gress could not only save the $25,000,000 that la 
being spent annually in the absorption of lard, but 
could add double that amount to various fields of 
industrial endeavor.

But for 
this reducing stuff, the ladies would require more 
goods in their dresses and other apparel, and con­ 
sequently more workmanship. Girdles would have to 
be larger, although on this particular item we be­ 
lieve economy advisable, considering the value of 
rubber to national defense. 
Indeed, we have thought of suggesting to Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt that he call in all the old girdles 
the same as he did the gold. 


T H E fur industry and consequently the lowly trap-

you see around these days, It would take a couple 
of moose hides to shield every fair form from the 
inclemencies of the weather under a non-reducing 
regime. Grocers and bakers and dairymen and trad­ 
ers In all food stuffs would enjoy unprecedented 
prosperity because the ladles would be eating up to 
the full measure of their normal craving, which la 
terrific. 
Restaurant owners would thrive. Doctors would 
flourish. The ladies would be devoting the time 
they now waste on reducing to increasing th# popu­ 
lation. We think this is quite im portant to the 
Democratic party.
